H is implied (verse 33) that 
they went out of the house to be 
baptized, and after the. baptis-, 
mal service returned to his house 
for a meal (verse 34).. So the 
baptizing was not done in the 
jail, nor in the man's house, 
which could have been the case 
if they had been sprinkled. But 
they were taken outside to be 
baptized, suggesting thai there 
svas not sufficient water inside 
for the purpose. 


The commands plainly stipu- 


lated in the jailor's.conversation 
thai he obeyed -were belief in 
Christ (verse 31), and baptism 
(verse 33). His conversion con- 
forms 
precisely 
'with *'Jesus' 


statement, that. "He that be- 
licvclh and is baptized., shall be 
saved.". ."(Mark,16:l6).

jailor lo keep 
them 
safely." 


They were cast into the inner 
prison, and their feel bound in 
slocks. 


Al midnight Paul and Silas 


prayed and sang praised to God. 
Suddenly there came a violent 
earthquake, Hie very foundation 
of Hie prison trembled under its 
force, Ihe doors were thrown 
ajar, and Ihe prisoners sel free. 
The prison keeper was awaked 
by Ihe commotion, and upon see- 
ing Ihe prison doors open, start- 
eel to commit suicide, thinking 
the prisoners had escaped. But

The jailor, convinced that this

this chsp'ter (Acts 16:23-33) care- 
fully think the jailor's baplism 
was by, sprinkling, since they 
argue he. was baptized in the 
jail. Bui, such was not the case. 
Upon Paul's telling him that they 
had 
not 
escaped, 
the 
jailor 


sprang into the ^ jail (verse 29). 
He brought Paul and Silas out 
(verse 30). 
Paul preached to 


them in the Jailor's house (verse 
31'. H is implied (verse 33) that 
they went out of the house to be 
baptized, and after the. baptis-, 
mal service returned to his house 
for a meal (verse 34).. So the 
baptizing was not done in the 
jail, nor in the man's house, 
which could have been the case 
if they had been sprinkled. But 
they were taken outside to be 
baptized, suggesting thai there 
svas not sufficient water inside 
for the purpose. 


The commands plainly stipu- 


lated in the jailor's.conversation 
thai he obeyed -were belief in 
Christ (verse 31), and baptism 
(verse 33). His conversion con- 
forms 
precisely 
'with *'Jesus' 


statement, that. "He that be- 
licvclh and is baptized., shall be 
saved.". ."(Mark,16:l6). This plan 
must be followed today by all 
who would be saved of the Lord.

recent speeches, J. Edgar Hoover, 
director of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, has identified Com- 
munism mid the activities of the 
American Communists as a moral 
and social menace, unusually vehe- 
ment expressions from him, and an 
indication that the immunity which 
the Communists enjoy under 
the 


patronage of Franklin D. <and Elea- 
nor Roosevelt no longer exists. 


Dining Mr. 
Roosevelt's 
presi- 


dency, with the exception of that 
brief time when Stalin and Hitler 
wcrp iillics against Poland, the foul 
aggressor, the American Commun- 
ists and their fellosv-travelers were 
regarded as victims of error who 
nevertheless had a right to work for 
the violent overthrow of the Ameri- 
can government by such "constiUi- 
lional" means as 
sabotage, 
per- 


meation of the Washington govern- 
ment, and persecution of employers 
and rank and file workers through 
the Labor Relations Board, which 
Ihcy infe.stecl and dominated. 


At the meeting of the interna- 


tional association of chiefs of police 
in Miami Beach, Mr. Hoover did 
recognize the existence of a post- 
war crime-wave which police offi- 
cials of the waning LaGuardia ad- 
minislrnlion in New York never- 
theless denied even in the presence 
of such an outburst of murderous 
thuggery thai the law-abiding went 
down lo Ihe corner after dark only 
in peril of death. 


The press coverage of the Miami 


jpeech 
generally seems lo have 


neglected, whether from innocent 
reasons or the design of motivaled 
leftish reporters and desk-men, to 
give due emphasis to his discussion 
of the Communists. Of them he 
said: "Those pandercrs of diabolic 
mistrust already are concentrating 
their efforts lo confuse and divide 
by applying Ihe Fascist smear to 
police department's, the F. B. I and 
other American institutions to con- 
ceal their own sinister 
purposes. 
The GoeloKs, truthless way of life 
thai they would force on America 
can mean only liyanny and oppres- 
sion. They arc against the liberty 
which is America. When they raise 
the cry ol unity, remember that 
there can be no unity with the en- 
emies of our way of life. The Fas- 
cist-minded tyrant is no different 
from Iho American 
Communistic

Mr. Hoover plainly was referring 


to the Communists of the unions

American citizens bound on lawful 
errands at struck premises. He re- 
minded the chiefs of police that

in recent weeks flinched 
in 
the 


presence of mobs and refused to 
uphold the citizens' rights. These, 
be it remembered, were not strike- 
breakers,

that a striker has quit and a right 
to police protection. 
"It behooves us," Mr. 
Hoover 


said, "to be on guard for an en-

In Ihe oilier address, on receiv-

who have had previous experience 
in Congress. Eighl of them, right 
or left, arc solid Democrats. Four 
of the Cabinet members are from 
.he south, if yovt.include Missouri's 
Bob Hannegan as being a sdutherh- 
er. 


From 
an 
advisory standpoint 


there isn't any reason why Presi- 
dent 
Truman 
shouldn't 
liavo a 


Democratic Congress 
strictly on 


his 
side. 
Geographically, 
there 


hasn't been a President closer to 
the "Solid South" since/Tennessee's 
Andrew Johnson. 


Add to this the fact that il was

the Communists enjoy under 
the 


patronage of Franklin D. <and Elea- 
nor Roosevelt no longer exists. 


Dining Mr. 
Roosevelt's 
presi- 


dency, with the exception of that 
brief time when Stalin and Hitler 
wcrp iillics against Poland, the foul 
aggressor, the American Commun- 
ists and their fellosv-travelers were 
regarded as victims of error who 
nevertheless had a right to work for 
the violent overthrow of the Ameri- 
can government by such "constiUi- 
lional" means as 
sabotage, 
per- 


meation of the Washington govern- 
ment, and persecution of employers 
and rank and file workers through 
the Labor Relations Board, which 
Ihcy infe.stecl and dominated.

If the lard is stored im- 
mediately at a temperature near 
or below freezing, a finer gra'n 
will he produced. Metal containers 
can be quickly cooled by setting in 
cold water.
